French Atomic 
Test Fallout 


Noted in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New re­ 
search indicates that the French 
A bomb tests last year may have 
contributed 
somewhat to world­ 
wide radioactive fallout. 
That was reported by a team 
of Arkansas scientists who said 
the tests may also have confirmed 
a tentative theory about atm os­ 
pheric circulation in the tropics. 
Researchers P. K. Kuroda. H. 
L. Hodge and H. E. Moore of 
the University of Arkansas, Fay- 
eteville, told about it in a report 
to the technical journal “ Science.” 
Hitherto, they said, it has been 
generally 
accepted 
that 
atom 
bombs, such as those detonated 
by France in the Sahara in F eb ­ 
ruary and April 1960, inject their 
debris solely into the troposphere 
—with the fallout being largely 
localized or regionalized. The tro ­ 
posphere is that part of the at­ 
mosphere below the stratosphere 
and extends only about 90 miles 
above the earth. 
But they said studies of radio­ 
isotopes 
collected 
in 
rain 
and 
snow at Fayetteville indicate that 
there was a small rise in the 
stratosphere’s content of radioac­ 
tive 
strontium 
following 
the 
French tests. 
Four years ago, they said, a 
team of scientists suggested that 
there is an upward flow of air 
in the tropical region 
The fallout research, the Arkan­ 
sas researchers said, would ap 
pear to bear out that theory.

The spittlebug has been a prob­ 
lem to Ohio fa rm e rs for the past

areas, it has resulted in losses up 
to 25 per cent or m ore of the crop. 
Being a sucking insect, th e spit­ 
tlebug rem oves plant juices which 
results in stunting the grow th of 
the plant. 
E arly dam ag e by spittlebugs is

G overnm ent re­ 
moved from local control becomes an im ­ 
personal force of little interest to — and 
frequently minunderstood by — the very 
people who foot the bills. 
Public education is still largely a local 
institution, financially. But it is not the 
school neighborhood which sets national 
teaching standards, determ ines m in im u m 
t e a c h e r salaries, develops school c u r­ 
riculums. regulates attendance ag es or 
requirements, nor in increasing instances 
supplies the funds for the school buildings. 


Local control and interest have declined 
considerably since the days when a school 
house 
w as constructed 
f r o m 
donated 
m a t e r i a l s and volunteered labor, the 
school - m a s te r was known to every p a r ­ 
ent. and the p rim ary and sole purpose of a 
school w as to im part knowledge. 
Because schools have largely outgrown 
personal paren tal attention, a goal—wheth­ 
er it be a standard of perfection, an im ­ 
age or an honored individual — is needed 
more than ever. Schools a p p ear too fre­ 
quently in the p u b l i c imagination as a 
blurred factory of knowledge, where an 
assem bly line procedure of lecture, test­ 
ing. promotion from one level to the next, 
I e e t u r e, testing, etc., carries an a rm y 
of students past a self - contained co m ­ 
m unity of eggheads, football coaches and 
I. Q. testers. 
This is hardly an image to cultivate pub­ 
lic interest.
